ever, is far from right, for, as 
is well known, German influ- 
ence has always been predomi- 
nant in the Baltic provinces. 
As a maiter of fact, German 
merchants pushed ahead over 
Wisby to the mouth of the 
River Dwina and settled there, 
finally founding the city of 
Riga. As far back as 1282 this 
city joined the Hanseatic 
League. In the Swedish-Polish 
wars Riga was taken by Gus- 
tavus Adolphus, the Swedish 
ruler and general, in 162] 
(after a long investment), and 
for a long time remained with 
Sweden. This accounts for the 
presence among the collection 
of a fine silver epergne with 
the equestrian figure of the 
king. Only in 1721 Riga be- 
came Russian, together with 
Livonia. All the inscriptions 
on the plate are in German, and 
there is not a shadow of a 
doubt that it is the produce of 
German masters. 


In this connection a recent issue of the 


New York Sun contained an interesting 
article by Charles A. Brassler under the 
caption “Riga, in Germans’ Path, Has 


Priceless Mediaeval Silverware.” The arti- 
cle 1s as follows: 

“The recent effort made by the German 
forces to capture the citv of Riga (which 
may have become an accomplished fact by 
the time this article appears), on the gulf 
of that name, an estuary of the Baltic Sea, 
has attracted much public attention to this 
important but little-known city. 

“Founded at the beginning of the 13th 
century by the Bishop of Livonia, Riga aa- 
vanced rapidly in importance as a commer- 
cial and industrial center, and ultimately 
became the third seaport in Russia, the cap- 
ital of Livonia and the center of adminis- 
tration for the three Baltic provinces. From 
its earliest existence Riga has been largely 
dominated by German influence. Like all

PROTECTIVE UNION’S DEFENSE. 


Files Answer to Suit Charging False 
Arrest and Asking $50,000 Damages. 
An answer has been filed in the New 

York Supreme Court by Oliver G. Fessen- 

den, as president of the Jewelers’ Protect- 

ive Union, and by Allan Pinkerton and 

William A. Pinkerton, of the Pinkerton 

National Detective Agency, in reply to the 

suit started recently by Morris Adelstein. 

The complainant asks the 

amount of $50,000 for alleged false arrest 

and imprisonment. 

The answer is a general denial of the 
allegations of the bill of complaint, except 
such as the defendants claim not to have 
sufficient knowledge about to form a belief. 
As a separate defense a general release 
signed by Adelstein is offered, a copy of 


damages to 


which is embodied in the answer to the 
complaint. The release was signed Nov. 
21, 1914. 


The answer also alleges that prior to the 
time that Bernard Riffman, alias “Garte,” 
was arrested for robbery Adelstein had 
been associated with him in the business of 
melting and disposing of jewelry and pre- 
cious stones and that at one time a part- 
nership existed between them. It is also 
alleged that subsequent to the robbery and 
prior to the time of the arrest of Adelstein 
that Adelstein was employed in selling 
jewelry on commission for Riffman and sold 
a number of pieces which were later identi- 
fied as part of the property stolen by Riff- 
man from Durand & Co. 

Riffman when arrested in Chicago con- 
fessed to the robbery and, it is alleged, 
made a statement in which he implicated 
Adelstein. It is also alleged that the wife 
of Riffman made statements as to conver- 
sations between her husband and Adelstein 
which tended to show that Adelstein knew 
the jewelry was stolen at the time he re- 
ceived it from Riffman. 

It is asked that the complaint be dis- 
missed with costs. 

In his complaint Adelstein alleges that 
about Sept. 14, 1914, he was arrested and 
while in custody publicly taken along the 
streets of New York to the police station 
at Hamburg and DeKalb Aves., in the Bor- 
ough of Brooklyn, where his pedigree was 
taken. According to the complaint he was 
then taken to Police Headquarters in New 
York, where a charge of criminally receiv- 
ing stolen goods was preferred against him. 
There, it is charged, he was detained until 
Sept. 15, 1914, and then taken by detectives 
and arraigned before a city magistrate and 
placed in the city prison, where he was held 
until Oct. 30, when he was admitted to bail. 
It is claimed that the charge of receiving 
stolen property was a false charge. 

The indictment which had been found 
against Mr. Adelstein was dismissed and 
the prisoner discharged. 

Adelstein’s arrest grew out of the arrest 
in Chicago of Bernard Riffman, the sample 
case thief, accused of stealing $100,000 
worth of jewelry from various travelers of 
eastern manufacturing houses. Riffman 
stole $20,000 worth of jewelry in February, 
1912, from the traveler of Sloan & Co., 
about $25,000 worth in August, 1913, from 
the traveler of W. W. Fulmer & Co., and 


about $50,000 worth in April last from the 
traveler of Durand & Co. As told in detail 
in THE JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR at the time, he 
was captured by careful work on the part 
of the Pinkerton detectives, acting for the 
Jewelers’ Protective Union, and when taken 
into custody admitted that he had been in 
business in New York under the name of 
“B. G. Fuller,” and as such had done busi- 
ness with Adelstein, both in having gold 
melted and in having jewelry sold. Adel- 
stein was arrested at his home in brook- 
lyn Sept. 14, at which time he was working 
as a salesman for the Dixon Co. 

The charge against Adelstein was for re- 
ceiving stolen goods, knowing the same to 
be stolen, but he was never examined on 
the charge, the Grand Jury filing the indict- 
ment against him before the examination 
took place and bail being first fixed at 
$10,000. The District Attorney found there 
was no evidence obtainable to corroborate 
such a statement and the charge against 
Adelstein could not be supported. 

Riffman, the thief, is now serving a ‘term 
in jail. 








Consul Gunsaulus, Johannesburg, Sub- 
mits Report on Jewelry and 
Kindred Trades. 


Consul Edwin N. Gunsaulus, Johannes- 
burg, has submitted a report to the De- 
partment of Commerce, Washington, D. C., 
regarding trade in the Union of South Af- 
rica during 1914. In connection with this 
report he takes up a number of subjects, 
among which are the imports of jewelry, 
clocks, watches, silver plate, etc. 

Regarding this he says: 

“Imports of jewelry in 1914 amounted to 
$666,926, as compared with $775,454 for the 
preceding year. Those from the United 
States were almost insignificant, only $2,- 
472. The bulk comes from the United 
Kingdom, which supplied $610,842 worth, 
while those from Germany reached the 
sum of $36,897. 

“The sum of $336,981 was expended in 
imports of clocks and watches for the 
Union of South Africa for the year 1914. 
The purchases from the United Kingdom 
that year were valued at $155,284; from 
Switzerland, $81,878; from Germany, $5,- 
706, and from the United States, $45,009. 

“In plate, silver and plated ware the 
United Kingdom retained its big lead in 
1914, with $468,371 out of a total value of 
$527,562. The only other countries supply- 
ing these goods were Germany and the 
United States, which sent $46,615 and 
$6,000 worth, respectively.”

THE PARIS PEARL MARKET. 


Some Shipments Arrive from India, but 
These Contain Few Fine Specimens 
—England Buying Cheap Neck- 
laces—Fine Pearls High in 
Price. 

Paris, Oct. 1—There has not been much 
activity in the pearl trade in this city dur- 
ing the past month, though some business 
was done. Transactions now to be 
confined entirely to the new goods arriving 
from India, but these come only in small 
quantities and at irregular intervals. When 
they do come, however, they sell quickly. 
The pearls that have come here recently are 
not very remarkable for the assortment, nor 
are many fine specimens to be found in 
them. Those who are looking for the finer 
qualities of pearls must fall back on the 
old stocks and pay the high prices that are 
demanded. As a result, those who are 
seeking fine pearls are a little bit disap- 
pointed in what they have to pay, as bar- 
gains are not to be expected. 

Small necklets, varying from $25 to $100 
apiece, composed of an inferior quality of 
pearls, are being bought heavily for London, 
as the English market seems to afford quite 
an outlet for cheap qualities of this kind. 
This is true of diamonds as well as pearls. 
The demand is reported to be due to the 
fact that the working classes of England 
are making much more money than they 
are accustomed to, owing to the unusual 
conditions during the war, and are buying 
this kind of merchandise. 

There have been a few Russian and 
Spanish buyers seen in Paris lately who 
have been in the market for pearls.

The fringes, short, rather thick drops and 
hoops used to give breadth to the face are 
quite a welcome change from the common 
Stud and gem earring, as that 
form is all too prevalent now. It is worn 
without discretion by all types of women 
alike, and for giving youthful fulness to a 
narrow wide, slanted fringes are 
excellent and should be more popular. 

The color of eyes, hair and complexion 
can be very easily affected by the color of 
the mountings and of the gems with which 
earrings are set. This is an important note 
in the choosing of earrings, yet one that 1s 
often neglected. So many times earrings, 
like other jewels, will be chosen on account 
of their pretty patterns or for the fascina- 
tion of their gems, when nothing should, in 
reality, be allowed to come between the 
wearer’s own particular type and her own 
best earring style. Try the effect of dif- 
ferent gems against the face and it will 
soon be ascertained which are suit- 
able and which are out of taste.

Gems will bring out the color in eyes and 
hair if the right tints are worn, but care 
should be taken not to have the gems too 
dark in color or they will detract instead 
of intensify. The reds, yellows and brown 
tints are leaders among gem colors for the 
brunette, while blues, greens and violets 
will show up blue eyes to advantage. 

The gem colors have a wonderful amount 
of influence over the colors and lights in 
the face, and when the complexion is pale 
or sallow and the hair and eyes light or 
only relatively dark, the jewels must not be 
allowed to drown out, by their own light, 
gleaming tints, one’s naturally weak color. 
Do not, for instance, do as a dainty little 
fairy-like creature did the other day. She 
is frail and delicate and in coloring very 
light, with starry blue eyes and pale golden 
hair and she chose, because of her admir- 
ation for them, a pair of elaborately carved 
gold ear pendants and long and heavy and 
set with brilliant red coral.

The shapes are 
awkward and the gems with which they 
are set are of a great variety of cuts and 
sizes, colors and kinds. Such earrings will 
attract too much attention to themselves. 
They will worry the observer ever so much 
unconsciously, but annoyingly attractive 
they are sure to be. 

There is one good all-round style that is 
universally becoming and widely popular, 
and that is the little facetted or smooth sur- 
faced pear drops. They are not long, rath- 
er short in fact, an inch or an inch and a 
half, according to the special needs, and 
they are always admired. They come in all 
the gems, transparent and opaque stones, 
in jet, ivory, coral and pearls and in plain 
or ornamented silver, gold and platinum, 
and they will deserve their favoritism. 

There is no other jewel more important 
than the earring, for there is none other 
whose influence over the effect of face and 
features is so readily commanded, its in- 


timate association with the eyes alone giv- 
ing interest to its choosing. 








The Proposed British Duty of 33 1-3 
Per Cent. on Imported Watches and 
Clocks. 

Lonpon, Sept. 20.—When the budget was 
presented to the House of Commons and 
it was discovered that a duty of 331/3 per 
cent. was to be imposed upon all imported 
watches and clocks it was like a bombshell 
dropped into the midst of the importers. 
No one dreamed of such an imposition. 
At once some of the houses put up their 
prices to the extent of the tariff, and their 
customers began to complain; but | am 
of opinion that it is very doubtful as to 
whether the tariff—if such we may call 1t— 
will remain in operation after the war, and 
if it should that it will be nothing near as 
high as it is now. It is really a revenue 
tax. That being the case, if and when the 
duty should be taken off, on the stocks of 
watches held on which it has been paid the 
holders will stand to lose money, and it is 
only reasonable that they should put up 
prices now in order to protect themselves 

against possible future losses. 

The various associations separately called 
meetings, and a large representative meet- 
ing was called at the offices of the London 
Wholesale Jewelers’ Association on Sept. 
27 to discuss the attitude which should be 
taken by the trade as a whole, and it was 
decided to advance prices by one-third. 
There are, however, one or two exceptions 
to the rule, and the Ingersolls have decided 
to still sell their “Crown” watch at 5 shil- 
lings, although they have rearranged their 
price list and increased the prices of about 
a dozen of their other lines. 

The exact extent to which the importing 
community will be hit, so far as the volume 
of trade 1s concerned, is problematical. It 
follows economically that an increase in 
price means a decrease in the quantity of 
an article sold, but, in fact, this is no: al- 
ways the case. We are living in abnormal 
times and the volume of trade done by 
those in the jewelry and watch and clock 
trade 1s certainly not up to that of normal 
times. There can be little doubt that the 
cheaper form of watch will still find a very 
good market, even at an increased price, 
since an enormous number of workmen and 
workwomen engaged on munitions or Gov- 
ernment work are doing exceedingly well 
and have pleaty of money to spend. 

It can be said with every confidence 
that those who believe that the British Gov- 
ernment has pledged itself to tariff reform 
by this action are mistaken, and conse- 
quently those will be wise in their genera- 
tion who take cognizance of the possibility 
of the duty being later re- 
moved.

HILE the value of the Russian crown 
kept in the vaults of the

the collection at the Kremlin, in Moscow, 
of aimost equal intrinsic worth, is, from 
the artistic and historical standpoint, much 
nicre interesting. Housed in the Orusheina- 
ja palata of Russia’s former capital, for 
centuries the chief city in the empire and 
still holding its place as the coronation 
city. The majority of the objects it in- 
cludes date from long past ages and have 
intimate associations with the history of 
Russia and her rulers. All that the ruling 
princes of the at that time conglomorate 
dynasty, all that the later czars and czar- 
inas of a more united Russia wore as the 
insignia of their imperial authority, the 
costly spoils of the many wars with neigh- 
bor nations in which Russia engaged, and 
the objects acquired as tribute from the 
conquered or gifts from the friendly na- 
tions, is to be found in the treasure cham- 
ber of the Kremlin.

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Good Taste in the Selection of Children’s Jewelry.

LTHOUGH extravagances have pre- 
vailed in all departments of dress for 
women and men, a certain simplicity has al- 
ways been preserved in the use of jewelry 
for children, and this tendency has grown 
perceptibly within recent seasons. 

Extending to the realm of jewelry for the 
infant, it is the pieces of utility that are 
now deemed most suitable. The tiny rings 
are not as much in demand as formerly, as 
is evidenced by the small number in some 
of the shops. But pins in pairs or sets of 
three, the latter connected by chains, are 
quite acceptable. In plain gold, with a tiny 
diamond or pearl in the center, or entircly 
of blue or pink enamel, they are attractive, 
while also being most useful in pinning tie 
back of the little dress. For the same pur- 
pose are the three buttons of plain, dull- 
finished gold, or set with smallest pearl or 
turquoise, connected by a chain and used in 
the six buttonholes in place of the ordinary 
buttons. 

Occasionally there is a demand for the 
armlet—the old-fashioned device for hold- 
ing up the baby’s sleeve—and the one most 
liked consists of the slenderest chain strung 
at intervals with tiniest pearls. 

For the first neck chain that the baby is 
usually allowed to own, when she reaches 
the age of one and one-half or two years, 
nothing is more delightful than the tiny 
gold beads, almost the size of pinheads, 
punctuated with pearls that are scarcely 
any larger. Instead of this, the thread-like 
chain of gold, with a locket of round, oval 
or heart shape—preferably the latter—may 
be chosen. Sometimes, also, the locket is 
studded with half pearls, or it may be en- 
ameled, with or without a pearl at its cen- 
ter. 

When a child has reached the age of 
three a double strand of the diminutive gold 
beads, twisted in the fashion of the seed 
pearl necklace, may be adopted. And upon 
her fourth birthday she may be permitted 
to have her first pearls—two twisted 
strands of seed pearls of the very smallest 
size—a necklace that will be found useful 
and appropriate until she is quite a large 
girl, and even afterward, when it may be 
used to hold a pendant. 

If she has not received one of these neck- 
laces when she has attained five yeafs she 
may have a round or oval locket, with 
enamel over engine-turning, and a delicate 
chain that has enameled links to match. 


FOR THE GIRL. 


When a child has left her babyhood be- 
hind her and is beginning to have her own 
ideas of the little accessories of dress she 
will find a larger assortment of dainty or- 
naments from which to select pieces that 
please her fancy, and a wider latitude may 
be accorded her in the number that is 
deemed correct. 

If she is a brunette, for example, she may 
like the necklace of coral and embossed 
gold beads. Or the Etruscan gold beads, 








without the coral, may be preferred. The 
enameled lockets and chains are also suit- 
able, and, between 12 and 14 years, she may 
possess her first strand of real Oriental 
pearls—very small ones, of course, but con- 
stituting a nucleus for the more important 
necklace that it is her dream to own in the 
years to come, as larger gems may be added 
for birthday and Christmas presents, or at 
other times when it is in order to present 
gifts. 

She is also likely to desire a ring, and the 
one containing her birthstone will be found 
the most significant and interesting. For 
this purpose nothing is more charming than 
the little green gold rings of the season, 
having round, cabochon settings and a touch 
of simplest engraved effect around the 
stone. Again, there are the three-faceted 
stones—topaz, amethyst, tourmaline, garnet 
—broad across the hand and _ similarly 
treated in their green gold settings. The 
simple oval stone of cabochon cutting, also 
set to attain the desirable breadth, is equally 
as effective—although, like the foregoing, it 
is probably best suited to a girl of 14 or 15. 

The girl of 15 is quite sure to want a 
ring of the mannish type, now extremely 
fashionable. This may be the standard seal 
ring—a perfectly plain, polished gold ring 
with oval space for the seal—or possibly 
an octagonal stone, with pierced and en- 
graved gold around it, or a severe Oriental 
design set with a square garnet or an aqua- 
marine, placed in dull-finished gold of sim- 
ple pattern, 

A bangle is also likely to tempt the girl 
of from 12 to 14 years, but good taste de- 
crees that it should be exceedingly plain. 
Of polished gold without ornamentation, or 
narrow with a little engine-turning or en- 
graving, it is pleasing and quite permis- 
sible. 

It may be said, also, that even the little 
girl of five or six may bear a jeweled orna- 
ment on her slender wrist—the stiff brace- 
let of clasp and hinge, with a row of half 
pearls along the top, or the one that con- 
tains turquoise and pearls, or coral and 
pearls, serving this purpose. Chain brace- 
lets are sometimes substituted for this 
bracelet, but there is less demand for them. 

The small girl has little use for a brooch. 
A pair of handy pins, however, may be 
useful to her, and suitable ones may be 
had in plain gold, set with half pearls or 
turquoises, or decorated with enamel. But 
the girl of 14 or 15 will find a brooch quite 
a necessity, and the type best adapted to 
her years is a simple circle of enameled or 
engine-turned gold, plain or with a few 
semi-precious stones or half pearls, or one 
of the new bar pins of green gold, engine- 
turned or pierced, with, perhaps, a small 
stone as the point of central interest in the 
design. The elongated oval brooch—really 
a bar pin that is pointed at the ends—is a 
very popular style of brooch for the girl 
of from 14 to 18 years. As it comes in 





pearls of different sizes, one of a price may 
be chosen to suit any purse, the effect of 
the pin being practically the same in all 
cases. 

FOR THE MISS. 


It is when a girl is between the ages of 
15 and 20 that her jeweled possessions may 
be a trifle more ornate. She is prone at this 
time, too, to desire jewelry that is too elab- 
orate, and care should be taken not to allow 
extremes, as nothing is more distasteful 
than an overabundance of jewelry on the 
youthful person, who really needs but little 
jewelry to heighten the charm of her ap- 
pearance. 

Enameled circle brooches, which offer so 
many opportunities for harmony or contrast 
with the costume, are appropriate at this 
period in her life, as are also those of 
green gold with platinum inlays and 
touches of color supplied by semi-precious 
stones. In the wirework construction that 
now prevails in jewelry these brooches are 
charming, either in circle or oval outline. 
They are often filled in with graceful 
traceries of metal, instead of being open, 
as formerly, and they illustrate the tenden- 
cy toward jewelry of a smaller and more 
dainty character. 

The miss will also find a bracelet watch 
to be indispensable and appropriate. It 
should be of plain gold or silver upon a 
bracelet of leather, gros grain silk or moire, 
or mounted upon the expansible links. 
Sometimes a set of adjustable straps is 
chosen, the watch being so constructed that 
the bracelet may be changed to harmonize 
with the color of the gown. 

Bangles that are suitable for her are 
similar to those worn by the girl. But they 
may be slightly more ornate in their deco- 
ration and may contain one or three square 
sapphires or amethysts. The friendship link 
bracelet will also find special favor with 
her. 

If she is fortunate enough to own the 
ever-desirable strand of small pearls she 
is well equipped in a necklace. But if not, 
the twisted seed pearls, or gold beads, will 
be found a pleasing substitute, while she 
may also desire a simple gold pendant— 
one of the new dainty pendants in con- 
bined gold and platinum treatment, with a 
small stone or two, or set with baroque 
pearls. 

The mannish ring will be one of her 
prized possessions. A plain gold seal, an 
ame‘hyst or sardonyx, it follows the style 
already described, but will be larger and a 
little more expensive. This ring is worn 
on the third or fourth finger, according to 
its size and its becomingness to the hand. 
If it graces the third finger she may wish 
a more dainty ring for the fourth finger of 
the other hand, in which case a simple cabo- 
chon stone may be worn, or a single smail 
pearl, a sapphire or a ring containing two 
or three small stones may best suit her 
fancy.

ANSWER TO PATENT SUIT. 


Charles Keller & Co. File General Denial 
to Complaint of Joseph L. Herzog. 
Charles Keller & Co., New York, de- 

fendants in an action alleging infringement 
brought against them by Joseph L. Herzog, 
also of New York, have filed an answer to 
the suit in the United States District Court 
in the metropolis. The action, as previously 
reported in these columns, relates to certain 
improvements in cuff buttons, which the 
plaintiff alleges were invented by him, and 
also to a method of forming cuff buttons. 

In their answer the defendants admit that 
Letters Patent No. 973,864 for cuff buttons 
were issued to the plaintiff, but deny that 
Joseph L. Herzog was the original in- 
ventor of any improvements. The de- 
fendants also admit that Letters Patent No. 
979,163, for a method of forming cuff but- 
tons, were granted to the plaintiff, but also 
deny on information and belief that Joseph 
L. Herzog was the inventor of improve- 
ments in this method. It is also denied that 
since the issuance of the letters patent the 
plaintiff has been the exclusive owner or 
that he has expended large sums of money 
in marketing these contrivances. 

Upon information and belief the defend- 
ants claim the plaintiff was not the original 
inventor of the articles in action, and to 
substantiate their claim the defendants name 
388 patentees of similar articles. For the 
process 14 patentees’ names appear in the 
answer as inventors of similar methods. 

In substance the defendants make a gen- 
eral denial of every allegation charged, and 
in closing submit that they ought not to 
pay profits, damages or costs, or to be en- 
joined. The answer further submits that 
the plaintiff is not entitled to any relief 
whatsoever, and the defendants pray that 
the action be dismissed with reasonable 
charges.

Last Honors Paid to One of the 
Original Developers of the Filled 
Case Business. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Oct. 14.—Attended 
by representatives from all branches of the 
trade in this city, Thomas Barwiss Hagstoz 
was buried from his home in Delanco, N. 
J., this afternoon. Mr. Hagstoz’s death was 
a shock to the entire trade, his health being 
apparently the best until a few minutes be- 
fore his death.

Hagstoz, in the firm of T. B. 
stoz & Son, refiners and assayers and ana- 
lytical and metallurgical chemists at 709 
Sansom St., was born May 8, 1844, on his 
father’s farm at Tullytown, Bucks County, 
Pa. When 15 years of age he came to Phil- 
adelphia and apprenticed himself to Tracy 
& Baker, afterwards E. Tracy & Co., man- 
ufacturers of solid gold watch cases. About 
1867 he formed a co-partnership with AIl- 
bert Booz, under the firm name of Booz & 
Hagstoz, and in 1873 Samuel Thomas was 
admitted to partnership and the firm name 
was changed to Booz, Hagstoz & Thomas. 

Retiring from this firm in 1874 Mr. Hag- 
stoz purchased the business of John Stuck- 
ert, who at that time was engaged in man- 
ufacturing watch cases in a small way and 


especially the Jas. Boss patent filled case. 
The firm name at this time was T. B. Hag- 
stoz & Co. Up to this time the various parts 
of the case were made as described in the 
pater.ts originally grar.ted to Jas. Boss, which 
were no more or less than a metal spinning 
process. By this method it was utterly 1m- 
possible to produce the parts of anything 
like uniform or interchangeable sizes and 
thereby preventing the use of machinery to 
any extent and necessitating a vast amount 
of hand labor. Mr. Hagstoz saw at once 
this hand labor must be done away with 
and his fertile brain conceived the idea of 
forming dies for the various parts and 
stamping them out absolutely uniform and 
interchangeable. 

In 1875 Charles N. Thorpe was taken 
into partnership and the firm name changed 
to Hagstoz & Thorpe. In 1876 they bought 
out E. Tracy & Co., and moved to the Pub- 
lic Ledger building, 6th and Chestnut Sts., 
Philadelphia, During the same year (1876) 
a four-story brick building was erected at 
19th and Brown Sts., and about this time 
George W. Childs was taken into the firm 
as a silent partner, the firm name remain- 
ing Hagstoz & Thorpe as before. 

Mr. Hagstoz continued active interest in 
the management of the manufacturing end 
of the business until the latter part of 1883, 
when, having acquired a competency, he 
sold his interests to Mr. Thorpe. Soon 
after the Keystone Watch Case Co. was in- 
corporated, with Mr. Thorpe as president. 

Not wishing to remain inactive Mr. Hag- 
stoz took up the reins of business and 
bought out Messrs. Morgan & Headley, 
who had a large diamond business, and 
continued in this line at 10th and Chestnut 
Sts. until 1888, when again wishing to get 
back into the manufacturing line he discon- 
tinued here and was called to the presi- 
dency and acted as general manager of the 
Essex Watch Case Co., at Newark, N. J., 
where he was located until this concern was 
consolidated with the Couvosier-Wilcox 
Mfg. Co. 

Always a student and an authority on the 
precious metals and wishing to be closely 
associated with them, he gave up the man- 
ufacturing end in 1898 and started the re- 
fining business in Philadelphia, with which 
he was actively engaged at the time of his 
death. 

Deceased was a member of Vaux Lodge 
No. 393 F. & A. M., St. John Chapter and 
Commandery, Lu Lu Temple, Wholesale 
Jewelers’ Association, Jewelers’ Guild, Vet- 
ran Corps, Ist Regiment N. G P., “Old 
Guard,” 2d Regiment N. G. P.

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“HOLD UP” MAN SENT TO PRISON. 


DeLalla, Who Robbed New York Pawn- 
shop, Gets His Reward. 


Antonio DeLalla, one of the trio of “hold- 
up” men who on Jan. 30 last robbed the 
pawnshop of Adolph Stern, Third Ave. and 
85th St., New York, on the instigation of 
a clerk, was sentenced to serve from two 
vears to four years and six months in the 
State prison last Friday by Judge Crain in 
the Court of General Sessions. Judge Crain 
deferred sentence on DeLalla several times 
at the request of one of the assistant dis- 
trict attorneys, who claims that the man has 
helped the police authorities by divulging 
information regarding numerous other rob- 
beries. 

DeLalla, as reported in these columns, 
was one of the trio of men which went to 
the store of Adolph Stern and after tying 
and gagging three clerks, rifled the pawn- 
broker’s safe of several thousand dollars’ 
worth of jewelry and diamonds. No trace 
of the robbers was found until several 
several months later, when a trade dollar, 
which had been one of Mr. Stern’s pocket 
pieces, was discovered in circulation on the 
East Side. Investigation showed that De- 
Lalla had passed out the dollar and his ar- 
rest followed at Waterbury, Conn., on Aug. 
14. 

In a confession he implicated Morris 
Dickler, a clerk in the pawnshop, as the 
man who planned the robbery. Dickler was 
sentenced on Monday, Sept. 27, to Sing 
Sing prison for a term of not less than 
three years nor more than six years.

It is probable that the agates are derived from the 
disintegration of the White River beds and now 
remain on the surface, from which the finer and 
softer material has been blown and washed away.

trade during September and the amount of 
liabilities were normal or less than the av- 
erage for September of the last few years, 
this being another indication of the fact 
that normal conditions have arrived in our 
industry and we are going ahead in busi- 
ness at an increasing rate and on a firmer 


and better foundation than the trade has 
had in many years. The figures indicating 
the failures in the trade were published 


last week in a table of failures by branches 
of business compiled for Dun’s Review, and 


show that we had but 27 insolvencies in 
the jewelry and clock lines during the 


month, with liabilities of $218,117, as 
against 35 in September a year ago, with 
liabilities of $383,807. The failures during 
September, 1913, numbered 16, with liabili- 
ties of $273,800; those of September, 1912, 
534, with liabilities of $219,324, and those of 
September, 1911, 14, liabilities of 
$181,153. 

The jewelry figures in this regard are but 
an indication of the condition throughout 
the country, the total number of failures 
reported by Dun’s Review for last month 
1.414, with liabilities of $16,208,070, 
as against 1,615, with liabilities of $23,- 
018,027, in 1914. The biggest decrease was 
shown in manufacturing failures, which 
dropped to 298, with liabilities of $4,739,110, 
{21 in September, 1914, with liabili- 
ties of $7,575,263; while a lighter decrease 
is shown in the failures in trading lines,

The figures compiled by R. G. Dun & Co. 
for the third quarter are much better than 
figures the third quarter of 1914, 
though not nearly as satisfactory as those 
for Sepiember.

To sell a glass imitation stone as a syn- 
thetic gem is distinctly as much of a fraud 
and misrepresentation as it is to sell a truly 
synthetic gem as a genuine gem, but the 
jeweler who would hesitate to do the latter 
is countenancing the former, either as a 
result of carelessness and stupidity or a de- 
liberate intention to deceive The word 
“synthetic” applied to a gem has a distinct 
meaning of which no jeweler worthy of the 
name can be ignorant. It means that the 
stone so described is identical in every 
property with the real gem, not only in 
color and material, but in all its scientific 
and optical properties, and, in other words, 
differs from the natural gem simply by 
being made in the laboratory of man in- 
stead of in the laboratory of nature. A 
stone as a “synthetic” ruby or sap- 
phire that differs in its chemical analysis, in 
its specific gravity, in its dichroism or 
dex of refraction from the genuine corun- 
dum crystals of this kind, is misrepresented. 
It is not and cannot be considered a syn- 
thetic reproduction in any way. The 
jeweler who sells such a stone to the public 
as a synthetic is likely to get himself into 
trouble, and the manufacturer who, by sell- 
ing such stones under the title of “syn- 
thetic,” puts him in a position to deceive, is 
perpetrating a fraud for which he should 
be severely punished.

auction sales can be stopped. Here is a 
subject in which the members of the trade 
in all parts of the country should co-oper- 
ate and work together for mutual relief. 
In fact, wherever a local association of 
jewelers has been able to prevent or mini- 
mize auction sales by legal proceedings or 
through the enactment of special ordinances 
that have proven effective, they should give 
the benefit of their experience to the full- 
est extent to the members of the industry 
in all other sections who are seeking to ac- 
complish the same object. 

Experience has proven that proper regu- 
lations to prevent dishonest auctions or to 
prevent the auction sale of jewelry after 
sundown, or under conditions that will help 
perpetrate a fraud upon the public, can be 
passed and enforced constitutionally, as can 
regulations applying to non-residents and 
itinerant vendors and auctioneers; but we 
have yet to learn of the success of any 
proposed regulation or ordinance that will 
prevent an honest auction, properly con- 
ducted and run by a resident of the town 
in which it is held, who can advance nomi- 
nally legitimate reasons for his sale. That 
the State and town governments have a 
right to regulate auctions under the police 
power inherent in them has been clearly 
established, but, as has been proven in sev- 
eral instances, the right to regulate does not 
include the right to suppress, and an ordi- 
nance or police regulation which in effect 
absolutely prevents an auction being held 
(as, tor instance, one limiting the hours 
to those betore 9 o’clock in the morning 
or between 11 and 12 at night) is pretty 
apt to be upset by the courts on the grounds 
that this is suppression under the guise of 
regulation. What is more, an unreasonable 
fee for holding an auction will be subject 
to the same interpretation 

Among the many complaints recently re- 
ceived was one from some Georgia jewelers 
telling of a man who had settled in their 
town a short time ago and who later con- 
iucted a jewelry auction, adveriises one at 
the present time and contemplates another 
in December.

Without 
a doubt the jewelry business in this town 1s 
going to suffer by the practises of one of 
its merchants, but what remedy the suf- 
ferers have for the wrong inflicted upon 
them is hard to determine. 

Undoubtedly such conditions exist in 

ther parts of the country to a more or less 
extent. and the general subject is of such 
vital interest «o the trade that we will be 
glad to hear from our subscribers at large 
who have any suggestions to make.

The point of the case was whether a man-

ufacturer, selling a patented article to a re- 
tailer direct, could legally contract with 
that retailer, before he sold him, to resell 
only at a fixed price, and, if the retailer 
broke the agreement, could the manu factur- 
er enforce it by getting an injunction (the 
only really effective way) or must he sue 
for damages, or was the contract wholly 
unenforceable because in restraint of com- 
petition? 

The American Graphophone Co. makes 
patented talking machines, or controls the 
patents on them, I don’t know which and 
it matters not which. This company sold 
its graphophones to the Boston Store, a 
typical cut-price department store, but be- 
fore it did so it made the Boston Store 
agree to resell only at certain prices which 
the American company had fixed. The 
Boston Store signed the written agree- 
ment, got the goods, and then cut the life 
out of them. Application for injunction 
was promptly filed by the American Graph- 


ophone Co., on the legal theory that the 
American company has a legal patented 
monopoly of its talking machines, and 


therefore had a right to sell dealers on its 
own terms. Where a dealer agreed to those 
terms and got the goods on the strength 
of its agreement, it could not fairly be al- 
lowed to break its agreement and disorgan- 
the manufacturer’s business.

The Boston Store defended on the 
sround laid down (on different facts) in 


some of the United States Supreme Court 
decisions, viz, that the American Grapho- 
phone Co. when it sold its machines, parted 
with title to them, and title went all 
power to control the price. Therefore the 
fixing-price agreement was illegal, and the 

Store could make such an 
. merchandise on the strength of 
having made it, and then do as it liked. 

If this doctrine should be upheld, the 
manufacturer would be at the absolute mer- 
cy of cutter. The only thing he 
could do would be to refuse to sell at all. 

But the United States Court for the 
Northern Illinois district did not uphold this

owning a patented (and by the same token 


a trade-marked or a copyrighted) article, 
can tle up the jobber or the retailer to 
whom he sells, to resell it at a fixed price, 
and 1f the dealer violates the agreement, 


he can be stopped by injunction. The price- 
fixing agreement, however, cannot be made 
by any notice, pasted on the package. It 
must be done by regular contract, signed 
and agreed to by both parties. 

The court’s final conclusion, which really 
contains the gist of the decision, is: 

ihat an agent or vendee of a patentee 
(that is, any one who buys patented mer- 
chandise from the owner of the patent) 
may, by direct covenant or agreement, be 
bound to the observance of price restriction, 
imposed as a condition on which exclusive 
right of sale by the patentee 1s beng €XCT- 
cised., F 

At first glance this seems in conflict with 
certain well-known decisions of the United 
States Supreme Court, but the Illinois 
United States Court shows clearly that it 
is not. The United States Supreme Court 
decided in several recent cases, the most 
notable of which was Bauer vs. O’Donnell 
(the Sanatogen case), that owning a patent 
or trade-mark or copyright did not alone 
give the right to fix the resale price, and 
it said further that the resale price could 
not be controlled merely by the printing of 
a notice on the package. The notice scheme 
was a favorite with manufacturers until the 
Supreme Court said it was worthless. 
There was nothing in any of the decisions 
referred to which even impliedly denied a 
manufacturer’s right to tie up a buyer to 
resale at a certain figure, provided it was 
done properly. The court in the grapho- 
phone case says it is done properly and 
legally when the seller and the buyer make 
a formal contract to that effect, and it 
further says that such a contract is legal 
and will be enforced. 

The effect of this decision on the sale 
of articles which are not patented, though 
protected by trade-marking the brand or 
by copyrighting, is exceedingly interesting. 
The court’s theory is that the owner of a 
patented article has been given a monopoly, 
and he can sell all or a part of it. If he 
restricted right of sale under it, 
the restriction may be an agreement to re- 
sell at a certain price. 

Now this, it seems to me, lets in any arti- 
cle to which the seller has a legal monopoly 
whether a patented monopoly or not. It lets 
in Kellogg’s Toasted Corn Flakes, because 
the manufacturer has an absolute monop- 
oly in Kellogg’s Toasted Corn Flakes. It 
lets in any trade-marked or proprietary ar- 
ticle, because the seller of it has an abso- 
lute monopoly in it, just as the New York 
Court recently said the Cream of Wheat 
Co. had in Cream of Wheat—not in the 
article so much as in the brand. There- 
fore, if the seller of a patent article can 
legally bind his buyer to resell at a fixed 
price, as this United States Court says he

Turning Failure Into Success. 


Requisites of Success in a te Seepsies Scone to Progress—Judicious Financing 
of a Business—The Evils of Price-Cutting. 


Written expressly for The Jewelers’ Circular. 











HERE are very few merchants who can 
look back over their commercial lives 
without seeing the time when they were on 
the brink of disaster. Many at the present 
moment are looking out into the future and 
the vision of complete failure stares them 
in the face. Others, seeing into the future, 
while not being confronted with absolute 
failure, see nothing but continued medioc- 
rity. Why? Is there not business enough 
to make it a success? Why do men fail 
in a profitable line of business? 
One of Chicago’s most successful whole- 
salers once gave his opinion as to the rea- 


sons for failures in business. They are 
as follows 

1. Insufficient knowledge of the real 
value of merchandise. 

2. No inborn trading instinct. 

3. Extravagance, no natural gift of 


economy 
1, Reckless price cutting. 
5. Poor advertising. 
6. Lack of neatness, 
tive display. 
(, Inattentive, incompetent help. 
8. Failure to include all fixed charges in 
figuring costs, such as freights, cartage, etc.

This wholesaler’s knowledge was gained 
by constant contact with retailers all over 
the country. His experience was not con- 
fined to any one locality, but was general. 
Therefore his reasons for the failure of 
men to succeed in retailing are worthy of 
more than ordinary consideration. 

Profit is the only stepping stone to suc- 
Profit is the foundation of the suc- 
Without it all must fail. 
some merchants go to ex- 
tremes and try to succeed by taking long 
overcharging, making too much 
profit on the individual sale. On the other 
hand, some merchants go to the other ex- 
treme and are too generous, believing the 
‘ustomer should always have the “big end” 
of the deal. 

The successful business is built upon 
proht—just the right amount of profit—not

too much, and not too little. The merchant 
who tries to get rich too quickly by charg- 
ing too much, and the merchant who, 
through either generosity or ignorance, 
charges too little, are on the same road— 
that which leads to failure. 

The reasons for failure given by this 
wholesaler ought to be considered singly as 


well as in connection with each other. 
Therefore, we advise every. merchant, 
whether successful or not, to give them 


earnest consideration now. The merchant 
who is succeeding needs to know the rocks 
that are in his path so that he may avoid 
them, and the merchant who is being 
wrecked upon them should be very thank- 
ful for advice that might lead him to suc- 
ceed in getting off the rocks and reaching 
shore successfully. 

In the first reason for failure we have 
one of the very worst phases of the retail 
business. We will not discuss the ques- 
tion from any other than a jeweler’s stand- 
point, but it 1s a notorious thing that men 
who make a failure of life in other paths of 
endeavor often turn to retailing with a 
confidence of success that is only equaled 
by their ignorance of the business they wish 
to embark in. 

Very often a watchmaker, wishing to go 
into business, adds jewelry as a side line. 
He knows little about the business, less 
about the value of the merchandise he is 
expected to buy—and sell. 

If a man does not know the value of the 
merchandise he buys he is at the mercy of 
every scalawag who travels up and down 
the business route—and there are many of 
them. Yet this man, who knows nothing 
about the value the merchandise he is 
going to buy, can safeguard himself from 
being “cheated out of his eye teeth” by 
buying only from: such firms as have an 
established reputation for straight dealing. 
But—he should lose no time in learning 
all he can about the merchandise, from 
every angle and viewpoint. 

The man who has no inborn trading in- 
stinct has no place in the selling of goods 
over the retail counter. He who has not 
had this instinct reinforced by actual ex- 


ot 





perience should take things very seriously 
until he has accumulated that experience. 
He must place himself in the hands of 
others until he gets enough experience to 
support himself. 

Extravagance is one of the reasons given 
for failure to succeed in retailing. One 
must not confound this idea with any other 
and we must remember that what is extrav- 
agance with one merchant is only ordinary 
expense with another. 

The mechant who thinks he can spend 
$10,000 a year for living expenses when his 
business is only making nine will soon be 
upon the rocks of extravagance. The mer- 
chant that lives high and neglects his busi- 
ness is extravagant. The merchant who 
adds thousands of dollars to his liabilities 
by placing in his store unnecessary equip- 
ment and fixtures, or too costly for the 
business, is equally extravagant, but he who 
adds similar equipment and can afford it, 
invests his money very wisely, indeed. 

If a merchant has a capital of $3,000 
and spends two thousand on equipment and 
furniture, he is extravagant—usually, al- 
though there are cases where this species of 
retailing has been justified by the success 
of the merchant. But ordinarily this is a 
piece of foolishness. The merchant should 
keep enough capital to finance his business 
without adding too much the cost 
through lack of capital with its attendant 
expenses. 

There are no depths too deep to which 
to consign the reckless price cutter. He not 
own failure but he endan- 
o.hers and demoralizes

Six Retailing Selling Hints, 

OME good thoughts on retailing were 
S embraced in an article by Raymond 
Welch on the value of training department 
store salespeople. Writing in Printers’ Ink, 
he showed that in one large store nearly 
35,000 additional made in six 
weeks, largely as the result of such instruc- 
tion. He described methods employed in 
the training of salespeople in a store. Here 
are six selling hints which were a part of 
the course: 

“Sell to the person who controls the de- 
cision when two persons are discussing the 
same purchase. 

“Introduce goods that belong to a com- 
plete line of similar things, so than 
one article may be sold.

A New Aluminum Selder. 


U NDER the trade name Kaylon there 

is being introduced in Great Britain 
a new solder for aluminium, which is re- 
ported to have given excellent satisfaction. 
When soldering two aluminium surfaces 
with Kaylon it is necessary to scrape away 
gently the oxidized skin on the outside of 
the metal, either with a knife or a fine rasp. 
The metal is then warmed in a flame and 
the stick of Kaylon gently rubbed over the 
spot to be soldered. The metal should just 
be warm enough to melt the stick, but not 
hot enough to render it liquid. After the 
Kaylon is rubbed on, the surface is brushed 
with a stiff wire brush, making the solder 
combine well with the metal surface. The 
two pieces of metal are then held together 
and heat is applied until the solder forms 
a connecting skin. The chief advantage of 
Kaylon is said to be its permanency, due 
to its absolute indifference to influences of 
the atmosphere. The soldered joint will 
not oxidize, as nearly every other alu- 
minium solder does. Its application in the 
automobile industry, because of the grow- 
ing use of aluminium, renders this method 
of soldering of special interest to Ameri-
